Four engineers of the Northwestern road, 
who called on the of cials of the American 
Ratiway Union last night and induced the 
order for the strike on that road, were dis- 
charged to-day. This is considered by the 
union an important factor in the trouble. 

Three members of the sub-committee sent 
out by the union officials last night to the 
Northwestern yards at Western avenue to 
order the strike, which took place at mid- 
night, were arrested this morning on cOm- 
plaint of the railway officials. They were 
charged with intimidation and were taken 
tothe West Chicago Avenues Police Station 
and locked up. The American Rallway Union 
engaged attorneys to defend them. 

Owing tothe strike of the switchmen on 
the Pan Handle, the trains on that road have 
been brought in over the tracks ofthe Fort 
Wayne road. Threats to tile up the latter 
road and even the entire Pennsyivania grew 
largely out of this fact. Action against the 
Fort Wayne would also mvolve the Chicago 
& Alton road, as both come into the city over 
the same track. 

Everything was blocked after midnight 
last night at the Western avenue yards of 
the Northwestern, Milwaukee & St. Paul and 
Pan Handle roads. 

At9a.m.it was announced that a strike 
had been declared on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul, and that all the American 
Rallway Union men would be out within an 
hour, tieing up the system.

Senators Stewart, Mitchell, Allison and 
Fryeand Representatives Holman, Cannon 
and Harmer are members of the present 
Congress who voted for this Dill twenty 
years ago. It counted also among its friends 
such men as Garfield, Logan, Windom, Han- 
nibal Hamlin, Simon Cameron, James In- 
galis and ex-Secretary of the Treasury 


Foster, all of whom took an active part dur- 
ing their Congressional service in baving 
New Mexico admitted to the Union.
